Big Decrease in World. Ship-

ments ami Visible Supply
Causes Buying by' Sliorls.

CHICAGO, April 20. The wheat market
was strong all day because of the active
buving of shorts and commission houses.
The chief strengthening influence was the
weekly statistic. World's shipments lxsl
week were only a little more than one-ha- lf

of what they Tycre for the corre-
sponding time "Of last year, the amount
on passage t decreased 2,660,000 bushels,
compared with an increase of 2,'C8S,000
bushels a year ago. and the visible supply
in America decreased 1,031.000 bushels,
against an increase of 812,000 bushels last
year. Advices from the Southwest indi-

cated that tho new crop is progressing
favorably, but these reports seemed to
have but little effect. Tlio market closed
stcadv. May opened a shade lowor to--

shade higher, at 92I: to :i3c, advanced to
94c and closed at 94c.

Tho corn market was weak all day.
Commission houses were heavy sellers of
the deferred futures, and it was said that
much of the selling was for local longs.
Clear weather In the corn bolt and the
pos.'dbillty that the local receipts will soon
Increase wero the chief reasons for tho
selling pressure. The markot recovered
somewhat In the final hour on buying by
shorts, but tho eloso was easy. May
opened a shade to 2c kwer, at GGSc to
66gc, sold at GGJc and then declined to
65c. The close was at liGiffGGAc.

Tho oatsmarkct was dull and prlccn
were' confined within a ran go of Jc, The
new crop was generally re::ortod,rto bo
in favorable condition and tho weather
excellent.
